A of the peiple among whom they Iiave arisen. 

l Passing by the qiieption, as to how much the"!iaud of God" 

& at worE in the origin of these systems of religion, many of 

^ch possess traKincnts of the truth : it may be said of all of 

them, as Paul said iif the ccvemoniai system of Moaes, "There 



is verily, a disannulling of the command going before, for the 
weakness and unprofitableness thereof. For these made nothing 
perfect,but the briiiging in of a better hope did." Heb. vii, 18-19. 

Yet while we apply these words !et us not forget, "that for 
all nations of men, who dwell on all the face of the earth, God 
hath determined the hounds of their habitations ; that thev should 
seek the Lord if haply they might./eeZ after htm and find him. 
Acts XVII, 26-27. When Christ was born in Bethlehem, of poor 
and obscure parents, nothing but the vision of a prophet, could 
have seen, that from such a begining, was to go forth a power, 
which would, in less than four centuries, without the aid ot out- 
ward force, bring the Roman Empire to acknowledge its right 
to rule over the hearts of the children of men. 

The History of the planting of the Christian Church, will bear 
the most careful and prayerful study. The success of the prin- 
ciples of Christianity, in meeting the ancient faiths ; the open- 
ness in the hearts of the people to receive it ; the wonderful suc- 
cess of its teachers ; these, and many other things, constitute a 
problem, which, as men become more and more anxious, that 
their fellowmen receive the gospel, will increasingly receive their 
attention. Of much the greater part of this work, there is no 
account handed down to us ; but from what we do have it is a- 
bundantly evident, that the Early Church and its ministers, were 
distinguished for the purity of their lives, and a devotion and res- 
ignation to the work of their Master, which it is evident, is very 
much lacking in our time. 

Their experience seems to me, to haVe been deeper and more 
Spiritual, than much of what now passes for experience. The 
inspired picture of the Primative Church, given us in the Acts 
presents them tons as being' 'all filled with the Holy Ghost, "Ac. 
xii, 52, or'^fuU of the Holy Ghost and faith." (Ac. vi, 5-xl,24) 

Here, is a state of experience presented to us, which but few 



uow profess, and probably fewer possess. To this Spirituality, 
which can never be separated from an upright life, I believe their 
success was mainly due. Lifeless profession, could not stand 
the terrible fire of persecution, through which, the church had 
to pass, during the first three centuries. Every one, who could 
be shaken was removed, and only such, as could not be shaken 
remained. With the triumph under Constantine, came power 
and a release from persecution, although the ''mystery of iniq- 
uity," was at work in the days of the apostles, and doubtless 
continued to work, yet ?t is from the time of the triumph under 
Constantine, that we date the more rapid decline of the Early 
Church, from its simple" and primative Spirituality. It seems 
to be a L't^v — easily accounted for, from the state of man in the 
fall — that when man makes an effort to save himself, by means 

of his own inventions, he only increases and deepens the darkness. 
And it was with the Early Church, as it will always be, when 

Experience and Spirituality, give place to Profession and Car- 
nality, instead of that upriglitness, in which it was manifest 

tl'at their deeds ''were wrought in God,'*Jno. iii, 21, we find 
a conforming to heathen customs, and arapid multiplication of hu- 
man inventions, as aids to religion, or as "means of grace." 

The ensuing weakness and darkness of the apostasy was the 
result. If we contrast this apostasy, and decline which resulted 

from following their own imaginations, instead of the ••' Light 

which makes manifest," with a somewhat similar apostasy, in 

the early history of our race, we will see the need of a prayerful 

concern on our part, that we do not follow any other guide, than 

that of the Holy Spirit. But if we would walk in the Spirit, we 

must live in the Spirit, "it is not in man, that walketh to direct 

his steps," because "the way of man is not 171 himself^ Jer. x,23. 

The Psalmist says, in "Thy light shall we see light ;"Psalms 

xxxvi, 0, it is tlien, as we abide in the light, and " walk in the 

light," tluit the way of truth is known. 
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Paul turned for a few brief sentences, the dazzling light of inspi- 
ration upon the condition of men in the infancy of the race. 

He says of them that, "that which might be known]of God was 
manifest in them^ for God had shoived it unto them." Rom. i,19 . 
''But"says the apostle" when they knew God they glorified him 
not as God," "changed the truth of God into a lie ;*' "professing 
themselves to be wise, they became fools, "they "became vain in 
their immaginations and their foolish heart was darkened," and 
the apostle says, that"as they did not like to retain God in their 

knowledge, God gave them over to a reprobate mind." Rom. i, 
21-28. Contrasting the apostasy of the Early Church, with 

this earlier apostasy of the race, we find, that when the "foolish 
heart"of man, even when it has been |:aught of God, attempts in 
its own "wisdom" to follow its own "imaginations," it leads to 
"darkness"and "reprobacy." 

Indeed it seems as if the history of religion runs in this sorrow- 
ful circle, from darkness to light, then from light through vain 
imaginations to darkness again ; from experience to profession, 
from Spirituality to carnality ; from the worship of God, to the 
worship of Idols. The history of Israel during all the period 
of the Judges, and early Kings down to the rebellion of Jero- 
boam is an ever recurring account of Idolatry,of their forgetting 
God and going after the gods of the heathen, and this darkness 
continued to thicken around the Ten Tribes, under Jeroboam 
and his successors, until they were lost from the page of his- 
tory. The wonderful mission of Elijah, the terrible prophet of 
Carmel was una vailing, to save them from their impending doom 
and Judah, under Rehoboam and the house af David continued 
to follow in the foot-steps of Ephraim, until the bitter and hu- 
miliating lesson of the Babylonian Captivity, forever weaned 
them from their Idolatry. 

By these examples of apostasy from the truth, some important 
lessons are taught. By them we are warned against a too hasty 



reception of that, which claims to be in advance of the past ; for it 
is the chief characteristic of error, to attempt to displace truth al- 
ready received,by a specious pretense of superior wisdom. When 
we know as we do know, how much the lives and characters ol 
men, are formed around the religious principles received as true, 
when we remember the crimes and suiferings, persecutions and 
sorrow, which has been, because ih^ false was received as true : 
we would all do well to bear in mind, as a wholesome caution, 
in this time of restless agitation, the prominence given to the 
maintenance of xouvd doctrine^ in the Pastoral Epistles of Tim- 
othy and Titus, evidently designed as they were, for the guidance 
of the ministry and overseers as Shepherds over the Flock of God, 
Before entering upon a comparison of the great doctrinal prin- 
ciples, which gave character and form, to the work of Martin 
Luther and George Fox, we will examine in the light of revel- 
ation, the nature and origin of christian Faith, audits Relation 

to the experimental work of Personal Redemption . 

The Religion of Christ is not a creed,nor only the belief of that, 

the truth of whi(!h we are assured ; but it is a Divine Life in us 

the p(7'}ional conacwiisness of an inioard experience, by and 

through which, our souls are kaown to be brought up again 

into the. Divine imagf. The Scripture ground for the w^ec;? of 
this Religion or Divine Life in us, is as broad as the meaning of 

the words "-dead in sin," "lost," and ''without strengtii," can 

convey to us : so eompL-,te is our condition of Depravity, acco]- 

ding to Paul, that naturally we are not able to "know," 'receive," 

or "discern" the things necessary to be known, in order that we 

may escape from it. Paul's words are, "The natural man re- 
ceiveth not the things of the Spirit of God ; they are foolishness 

unto him. neither can ho hiioiv them because they are spiritually 

discerned. 1 Cor. ii, 14. It is indeed a sweet and comforting 

assurance givmi us in this condition of depravity, to be told as 

the Apostle does tell us, that we have 7'eccf'ved^uoi the spirit of 

the world, but the Spirit which is of God ; that we mn/hf hiwio 

the thintys th>it are freelv priven to na nf Ood. 1 Cf^^\ \\ 1-?. 



Cousistaut with the above teaching, the same Apostle repre- 
sents the work in us, by which we come out of this condition, as 
both a Reserection from the dead (Col. ii, 13, Rom. vi, 11, Eph. 
ii, 16, Col. iii, 1.) and anew creation(Eph. li, 10-iv, 24). 

This great change, is said to be wrought in us by faith ; but 
all men, as"natural men,"are compassed with that condition, in 
which they cannot "know," "receive"or" discern" the things of 
the Spirit of God. Therefore, before they can have faith, they 
must receive the Spirit of God^ that they may know the things 
freely given them of God. In unity with this, we are taught 
by the beloved apostle, that "He that believeth on the Sou of 
God, hath the witness in himsdf.^'* Jno. v, 10. Death is the ne- 
gation of life, and it is because of the inability and fieplessness, 
consequent upon this condition, that we rightly press the need 
of a Savior ; and in every effort to account for the origin ot faith, 

and to reconcile it with the Scripture view of the state of man 
in the fall, it will be found, that the inference made above, in 
the words of the apostle John, is absolutely fundamental. 

The teaching of the Holy Scriptures, upon the point now be- 
fore us, is clear and ample, yet it is cause of sorrow, that at this 

time even in the Society of Friends, it is being greatly obscured 
by Humanitarian views of human ability, which have usurped 
the place of sound doctrine. Jesus said, "No man can come to 
me except the father, which hath sent me, draw him." Jno.vi, 
44. This which precedes the coming to him, he immediately 
restates by saying, "It is written in the prophets. And they 
shall be all taught of God." '-'- Every man tha^efore that hath 
heard and hath leaTmed of the Father^ cometh to me" Jno. vi, 
4. In 64 and 65 of the same chapter, in accounting for the un- 
belief of those around him, he makes a direct application of 
these words, just quoted, to the origin of faith ; he says, 
"But there are some of you who believe uoir-therefore said 1 un- 
to you, that no man can come unto me, except it were given hi7n' 
of my Father, There were those, to whom Paul refered in his 
Epistle to the Church at Ephesus, for whom, he says he prayed, 
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*'That the God of our Lord Jesus Christ the Father of glory, 
may give unto you, the Spirit of wisdom and Revelation, in the 
knowledge of him," the effect and purpose of which is, thaf'the 
eyes oi your understanding being enlightened, that ye may know 
what is the hope of his calling, and the riches oftheglory of his 
inheritance in the Saints, and what is the exceeding greatness 
of his power to us-ward who believe, according to the working 
of his mighty power, which he wrought in Christ, when he raised 
him from the dead," (Eph. i, 17-20). We are taught of God, 
that we may know — and the "Spirit of God" or, the"Spirit of 

Wisdom," is given to us, that -we may know — the things which 
we are to believe ; and the relation of this teaching to our faith 
is such, that Christ is said to be the "Author (marginal, begin- 
er)and finisher of our faith." Heb. xii, 2. In Gal. v. 22 Paul 
calls faith, the fruit of the Spirit, put ting it on a parallel with love, 
which in Rom. v, 5, he says, is"shed abroad in our hearts, by 
the Holy Ghost which is given to us." But a few verses below 
the quotation, already made from Ephesians, in which, "Belief," 
is said to be in accordance with the working of his mighty pow- 
er ; Paul declares, Eph- ii, 8, that faith is not of themselves, but 
the "Gift of God." This can not refer to "Salvation" as some 
"Imputationists," contend, for if we read verse 9, faith is seen 
to be in antitliesis with works, in accordance with the apostle's 
usual method, as shown in Rom. iii, 27-28,iv, 2-3 Gal. iii,10. 

But as though he would forever close the argument, as to the 
origin of faith, he again returns to the subject in the close of this 

Epistle, and prays, "tliat peace and love, with faith from God 

the Father and the Lord Jesus Christ, may be to the brethren." 

Eph, VI, 23. The Divine agency in the origin of faith occurs 

again, in the words of the apostle, "as God hath dealt to every 

man, the measure of faith. Rom. xii, 3. This "measure of 

faith," which God hath dealt to every man, he refers to 

it in verse 6, as "the propriation of faith." To the Ephesians 

he says, "But unto every one of us is given grace according to the 

measure of the Gift of Christ." Eph. iv,7. 
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While this doctrine of admeasure of faith dealt to every man," 
is chiefly used by Friends, to establish the doctrine of 'Universal 
and saving Light ;" I desire to bring it in here, to show its re- 
lation to the origin of faith, that the breadth of the Scripture 
ground for Divine agency in the origin of faith, may be seen. 

To those, who. sincerely desire to arrive at a right under- 
standing of this vital subject, I conamend its study, in conec- 
tion with the following Scriptures : . . . The grace of God, that 
bringeth salvation, hath appeared to all men, Tit. ii, 11... that 
the Heathen, were to be judged ... By the law written in their 
hearts... and known to them in their consciences. Rom. ii, 
12-15. ...That the free gift came upon all men, unto justifica- 
tion of life. Rom. v, 18. ...The manifestation of the Spirit is 

given to every maU;, to profit with all. 1 Cor. xii, 7.... 

That was the true light, which lighteth every man that Com- 
eth into the world. Jno. i, 8. Also, the words of Christ to the 
unbelieving Pharasees, gathered aroimd him, . . . That the king- 
om of God Cometh not with observation : neither shall they say, 
Lo here ! or, lo there ! for, behold^ the kingdom of God is with- 
in you. Luke xvii, 20-21... From the foregoing review of the 

Scripture teaching, on the origin of faith ; I believe, that we 
are justified in believing, that there is a ''^dealing of God with 

our mdividual spirits, "by the immediate influence of his Spirit, 
in that ^'Kingdom of God, ivhich is nu'thin us ;" by and tlirough 
which faith as the '4ruit of the Spirit," or '^Gift of God," is 
wrought in us. This experience of the Early Cnurch. is attain- 
ed only as we humbly wait and watch for the appearance of 
Christ by his Spirit in our hearts ; by the mighty power and work 
of whidi ''we are created in Christ Jesus," and are risen with 

him through i\\^ faith of the operation of God. Col. ii, 12. 
But men love to avoid this experience, because it is so much 

more easy to live by profession ; so much more easy, to practice 

some forms or ceremonies, than it is to so yield themselves, to 

the work of the Spirit, as to know of the ax being laid unto 

the root of the ennl trees : so that every tree which bringeth not 



forth good fruit, is hewn down and cast into the fire. Mat. iii, 
10. Therefore, we see in the History of the Chureh,that when 
Persecution ceased, men began to substitute forms, ceremonies 
and confessions, for the spiritual experience of the Primitive 
Church. For twelve hundred years, this process of corruption 
went on, at the end of which time, we find very little of the An- 
cient simplicity and spirituality ; instead of communing with God 
as simple worshipers, '-in spirit and in truth," the place of the 
Spirit, was supplied by seven Sacraments invented by men, as 
"means of grace,'*and it was only by and through the meritorious 
performance of some one of these, that"grace" was to be received 
by the worshiper. These Sacraments were Baptism, Confirma- 
tion, the Eucharist, Penance, Orders, Matrimony, and Extreme 
Unction. The introduction of these,was but a small part of the 
human inventions, and departures from gospel doctrine and prac- 
tice. At this time, there was but little preaching. The services 
of the church, were in a language unknown to^the people and 

they were forbidden to read the Bible. Many things were 
introduced into worship, without the least warrant from the Holy 

Scriptures : such as, the use of Holy water, the Burning of wax 
Tapers, Images, Sacred Bells. Pilgrimages, the worship of the 
Virgin Mary, the Sign of the Cross, the invention of Purgatory, 
the various orders of Monks and Nuns, forbidding the Priests 
to marry, the establishing and mantainirig of a Priesthood, with 
even more power, than belonged to the Priesthood under the Mo- 
saic Law. And above all, that crowning wickedness of an apos- 
tate church, the Indulgence — the privilege to commit a sin, and 
the gi'anting of a pardon in advance. We have only to acquaint 
ourselves, with the effect of these things upon the mass of the 
people, to see how great was the need, lor a reformation — 

for the restoration of the Primativc doctrine and practice. 

From the influence of these departures from the truth, the 

Priests and people, were so far from being what Jesus Christ, 

calls on men to be, that it was gradually dawning on the best 

iiicu i>i that time, that there was need of a Reform. 
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Romanism at this time, with all the corruptions above enu- 
merated, held all western Europe in its power ; and when the 
need of a reform in religion was felt, men like John Huss and 
Wickliffe, thought that the reformation, should be accomplished 
within the church of Rome. John Huss died a martyr, because 
of his effort to correct these abuses, and bring flbout a Reform- 
ation within the church, without separating from it. 

Wickliffe died a natural death, but forty years after, his body 

was taken up and burned, as a warning to men, not to meddle with 
these corruptions, in the church of Rome. When the reforma- 
tion was to be brought about,Martin Luther, a German, a Catholic 
a Monk of the order of the Augustines, was chosen of) God as the 
instrument to effect it. He received a university Education, but 
being conscious of the great need of religion, as a means of at- 
taining to that peace of mind he desired, he separated himself 
from the world, and entered a convent, taking the vows of celib- 
acy and poverty, believing, that these things would give him 
peace. For two years, he fasted and performed penance, and 
in various ways punished or mortified his body, in hope of ob- 
taining rest for his soul, but it was all in vain. The darkness 
increased as he multiplied his practices, until, in the language of 
his historian, "the young Monk, crept like a shadow, through 
the long galleries ol the cloister, that reechoed with his sor- 
rowful Tnourniuofs. until at last he was found ou the floor of his 
cell inseiisible, giving no signs of life.'* Thus was Luth(ir,in the 
midst of Rome's corruptions, looking to her practices for 
salvation, brought to the very gates of death, in his efforts to 

find that in them, which they can never give. Thus God prepared 
his instrument, for the work to which he had called him. 

As we look now, at the condition of the church, at the 
time Luther was thus being prepared for his w ork, we can 
behold the hand of God, in the preparation and gradual develop- 
ment of Luther, for his work. All great changes,, are the result 
of the growth, and development of principles. As the numer- 
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ous corruptions of Rome were the result of additions made 

through century after century, it was not possible to cast them 

all off* at once, because if they had all been denounced, in one 

sweeping denunciation, the power of Rome was so great, and 

the ignorance and prejudice so strong, that Luther's life would 

have been sacrificed, as was that of John Huss. We behold in 

Luther's preparation and introduction to his work, an adherence 

on the part of God, to that law, which all reformers would do 

well to ponder, that truth presented, will overcome prejudice 

and bad practice ; while attacking bad practice and prejudice 

without presenting the truth, will only deepen the evil. 

We have seen, that the Romish worshiper, was to live by the 

continual performance, of some one of these ceremonies. 
A pure spiritual religion,could no more be enjoyed until these cer- 
emonies should be done away ; God therefore, first led Luther 

into a higher, and more spiritual view of Christian Life. 

While he was in the widst of the conflict above refer ed to, the 

words of the prophet Habakkuk, repeated by the apostle Paul, 

''the just shall live by7aith,"were presented to him. They were 

first impressed upon Luther's mind, at the University ol Wittem— 

berg, again at Bologna in Italy, and a third time, while as a 

good Catholic, he was on his knees, climbing Pilate's Staircase 

at Rome. Being thus again and again, brought home to his soul 

by the Holy Spirit, they became to him, the formula for his 

experience, and the key to his system of Theology. In them 

is wrapped up the reformation of the sixteenth century. When 

Luther accepted these words of scripture, he seems to have 
been altogether unaware of the havoc, which they were destined 

to make in tlie church of Rome. At the end of three years trom 
the time he entered the convent, he became a professor at the 
University of Wittemberg. Here he began the work of refor- 
mation, by preaching agaiast Indulgences. Gradually he attack- 
ed one error after another, as he saw it to be his duty. Entering 
upon his university work with a zeal born of his convictions. 
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lie devoted the greater portion of his time, to expounding the 
lioty scriptures, always pressing the doctrine, that the "just 
shall live by faith," and not by the practice of any sacraments. 
Luther tauglit as follows : '-that he who received Jesus Christ 
as a Savior, enjoys peace, and not only peace, but purity of heart 
.,.All sanctificaUon of the heart, is the fruit of faith, for faith 
/.v a Divine working in t/.s', which changes us, and gives us a new 
heart, eminating from God himself. Hist. Ref., vol. 1, page 219 
...Faith proceeds from God alone... The first, the noblest, the 
sublimest of all works, is faith in Jesus Christ. ''Where then 
you will say, can we find this faith, and how can we receive it. 
This is in truth, what is most important to know. Faith comes 
solely from Jesus:* Hist. Ref., vol. 2, p. 88-89. Melancthon, 
Luther's co-worker, who has long borne the title of the Theolo- 
gian of tlie Reformation, says, that '-^ faith enters mavUs heart, 

by grace of Ood alone^ and from this faith, man's justification 
proceeds. "Hist. Ref., vol. 3 p. 105 1» Such was the teaching of 

Luther and Melancthou,that"FAiTH was a divine work in us," 

"from God alone," "solely from Jesus," "entering man's 

heart,''bythe grace op God alone." Many of the corruptions 

of Romanism, went down before the sword of the Spirit, wielded 

by the Reformers, but they halted far short of a complete work. 

They left the church, wedded to the state ; they interfered 
but little witli the power of the Priests ; for they retained all the 
class distinctions in the ministry, together with tithes and ordi- 
nation. They also retained as an apple, of perpetual discord, 
the two sacraments of Baptism and the Lord's Supper ; indeed 
I am persuaded, that it was the feeling of disuiiitj^ which crept 
in, among the Reformers, from the disputes concerning Baptism 
and the Lord's Supper, which, more than any other cause, ac- 
counts for their failure to complete the work, so gloriously begun. 

By this strife, the fundamental principle of Luther's teaching 

was obscured, the people were led again to confide in these 
ceremonies, and this obscurity and confidence like leaven, is 
working to this time. 



To dav, we behold, after more than three centuries, Protest- 
antism is not as Spiritual in its teaching, as Luther's teaching 
was, in the begining. The doctrine of Justification by Faith,up- 
on which I have shown Luther's teaching was so clear and Scrip- 
tural ; has been, and is now being perverted, into the dangerous 
error of Pelagianism, that man can believe at will, and do good 
at pleasure. This danger is, at this time,' both Doctrinal and 
Practijiil ;I have shown earlier in this Essay,thatthe^ greatness of 
our need is such, that all must '*be taught of God," that we may 
know the things of God ; and that the relation of this teaching 
to Saving faith is such, that faith is said to be **from God," the 
*^fruit of the Spirit" the **gift of God." It is by a faith like this, 
tlint men are Justified ; it is from an experience of this work of 
the spirit ; that Christ is known to '*be made unto us wisdom and 
li^l.tccusECfc^p, 6i»nctification and redemption." 

I believe, that this dangerous error of Pelagianism or Manism 
is far more widely spread and deeply rooted in the Society of 
Friends, than many are aware. Forty years ago, Daubi^ne, 
the Ui3torian of the Reformatiou,said,that in our oum day too we 
have forgotten the main doctrine of justification by faith ; illustra. 
riui his meaningby quoting the words of,Harms of Kie:,who >ay8 
'• In Luther's day, remission of sins cost money at /er/.v^, but in 
our day every man supplies himself gratis,** There is a great 
similarity, says Daubigne between these two errors, adding, that 
there is perhaps more forgetfulness of God in ours, than in the 
sixteenth century (History of Reformation, vol. I. p. 286). 

If he had fore seen the condition of the church to day, he <*ould 
not liave more vividly pictured the tendencies of this present time* 
For there is in our day, a preaching of the Gospel ''yo/ree,"thai 
n en may indeed iv]r2')ly themselves gratis; or forgik^e themselves 

The doctrinal error, that meets us in a preaching of this kind 
is, to m.ake faith, a simple act of the undei'standing, by the ex- 
ercise, of which we are to appropriate to ourselves^ the work of 



Clnist, and tlio promises of the Gospel and from our belief, that 
we (h) hclierc and (tpinutpriale these things to ourselves ; we are 

taught to vfckon ourselves Justified, by the imputation of the 
righteousness of Christ to us. To make faith, a simple act of the 
understanding in this manner, is to make the appropriation of 
the work of Christ on Calvary, and of the promis.es of the Gospel, 
but an intellectual apj)ropriation by the nutural power of believ- 
ing or receiving testimony, common to all men. Peace of mind, 
obtained by any appropriation of the work of Christ on Calvary, 
or of the promises of the Gospel, that involves the looking away 
from the witness of God, in the conscience, or away from the 
teaching of God, and the work of renewing, which is being done 
by the immedMe injliience of the Holy Spirit,in thaf kingdom of 
God, which is within ns,'*is only the supplying of ourselves gratis 

with Justification : it is self forgiveness. It is recorded in 
Mat. xi. 28, that Christ said^. "come unto me all ye that labor 

and are heavy laden, and; i will give you rest, " but in 27, 

he says, ''no man knoweth the Son, but the Father ; neither know- 

eth any man tlie Father, save the Son and he,to whomsoever the 

Son Avill reveal him." Again he says,''and this is the will of him 

that sent me, that every one which seeth the JSon^ and believeth 

on him may have everlasting life."Juo.vi,40.' Paul says," 'that 
n(» man can say, that Jesus is the Lord, but»by the Holy Ghost, "1 

C(u*.xii,3. Standing in the light of these sugjestive and himibling 
limitations of our abilitv :and, face to face with the relation of o- 
tcrnal life, to the knowledge of the Father and the Son, as pre- 
sented in John, xvii, 3 ; and remembering that Paul's experi- 
ence, was, a^'revehition of the Son in him," Gal. i,, IG, and that 
Peter's faith, even when with Jesus Christ in person, was not 
from the n^ve'atiou of ' 'flesh and blood, "but from the revelatioii 
of the Soil by the Father. Mat. xvi,17 ; it is indeed evident, that 
before we can s(n/ ^ov bear witness^ that, Jesus is the Lord, that 
the Holy Ghost inusl reveal the Son to us, that we may aee hh,t 
and believe unto everlasting life :that we may I'now and beliohl 
him as.o^'r savior, taking away our si;js. To reckon ourseh cs 
Justified,by the appropiation of the work of Christ on Calvary, or 
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of the promises of. the gospel, when Christ is 7ibt seen aud known 

by the revelation of the Spirit within* U8,is to make a Christ ot 

our faith. Asa caution against such a useof faitli, I desire to 

say, that when Christ was personally on iearth, faith.alone, nev- 

er obtained any temporal, or spiritual benefit from bim, without 

first, seeking him and obtainin g/)er'Jo>iiaZ conrinunion with him. 

It was Christ, and not the faith, that gave the blessing. 
They did indeed, '' look to Christ, "and " come to him :" when 

Christ was on earth, their faith, led' them to seek for him -over 
the Jordon ; in Samaria ; among the hills of Galilee ; or in the 
crowds of Jerusalem ; that they might eomilmne by touch, or con- 
verse, before they were healed or forgiven ; as it was then, so 
it is now ; we must see the Soti^ and know him to be revealed, in 
u s, as '''Christ in us the hope of glory ; "as it was then, so it is 
now ; they who desire his blessing, and salvation-, must seek 
through rcpeutence for Christ,not iuGrali|ee ; not in the crowds of 
Jerusalem ; not on Calvary ; not in heaven ; butas'^iigh us even 
in.om*. hearts, "for it is "in our hearts, that God shines to give 
the light of the knowledge of tlie glory of God in tlieyV^ce of 
JiiSUH Chrfst^^^2 QoY. iv, 6. Then ^mL not till then, dowee^pe- 
riciue him as our Savior ; then and not till then, does he justify 

us ; then and not till then, can we by the Holy Ghost, say, that 
he is the Lord, our redemption, and our righteouness. 

"Faith alone is dead, "and does not procui'e remission, justifi- 
cation, pardon or sanctification, but as in tlie d^Vs «jf* C'l:rist,it is 
only that, which prompts to diligent seeking for Christ, until we 
find him, in order to see, and know him, and this finding him. is 
\\i)^n<tch(iinX'ahov inUdlevtiial^YO(*.Q»^^\i\\i\i\i*> as true, and n^sii \\\\A 
actual, inwardly in the Spirit,from whence all spiritujtl bhssings 

come, as it was outwardly, when Christ was personlly on earth. 
When we call to mind, how often we are exhorted, to lo(^k to 

Christ for pardon ; and know as we do, that it is a physi^'^l im-^ 

possibility, to see him in heaven; or on Calvary, even if he was 

now Iherei we gee at once, that the view of him, mui^t be cither 

intellectual or spiritual ; if it is onU/ intellectual, it J.'^ori'tlie a- 

vail ; and is but the basi-;, of tluit MANiSM,alrea<lv describe]. 
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The view of Christ, to which we are exhorted, is therefore Spir- 
itual, UB yujtivT iVjfy we can not discern the spiritual : the view of 
Chrie^t miist he^ by the light and power of the spirit of God, 
which is given to as. The Apostle tells us, **hereby we know 
that we are 6f the truth, and shall assure our heart before him. 
For if our h^ari condemn us, God is greater than our heart and 
knoweth^all thing? ; beloved, if our heart condemn us not, then 
have we confidence towards God?" 1 John III 19-21. 

A careful study of thene words of the Apostle, reveales to us 
the great truth, which — in view of the danger of whieli I am 
now treating — all would do well to heed, and that is, that the 
ground of our assurance or of knowing, that we are or a7'e not 
of tne truth :^in other words, of knowing that we are Justified 
or unjastified,is none other, than that of the divine favor or dis- 
fk\'or testified in^the heart. It reveals to us further, th it w^ 
are not to reckon ourselves as Justified, so long, as this tcsti- 
IH^fiy or condemnation is present in the heart ; *'.for if thino heart 
C^^^ffnin ili<^i God is greater than thy heart," but if this heart 
' C9nidaiiatioa is past, t\e/i hv/a W3C3i!il3i33 t3vi;li ur>l. 

We behold by this, that we are always, to keep in view our at 
ual condition, in the sight of God, as witnessed by his favorer 
disfavor in the heart. We all know that all true conviction for 
siu, i-i from tha testiinany, or condemnation of the spirit in the 
region of the conscience : so also all true Justification and sense 
that we are forgiven, has it^parallel witness in the region of the 
couseience. As the view of Christ as shown above is spiritual ; 
as he is to be revealed within us ; trf all those who wouKl diri»ct 
the sinner, — under a real conviction for his sins by tlic work of 
the spirit of God within him — * to look away from this work in 
him to some other source for justification ; I would commend 
the rebuke]of the apostle ; reechoing across the interval of tl:e 
*g^8,*'are ye so foolish, having begun in the spirit, are ye lioio 
made perfect by the flesh." (Gal. iii. 3.) 
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There were mauy things, as already showu, in wliich the Ref- 
ormation lacked completeness iu Germany ; but it was far more 
defective in England ; for there, through the influence of Henry 

VIII and his daughter, the celebrated Queen Elizabeth, wlio 
claimed for themselves, the same power over the Protestant 

Cliurch of England, that the Pope exercised over tlie Roman 

Church: many of the rites and ceremonies of Rome, were rctain- 

'ed with very little change. Many christian people in England, 

were not satisfied with this arrangement ; and there were various 

attempts made, by those known as Independents, to effect a 

more thorough reform ; but tlie people were so hanipered,by the 

traditions of Rome, and the prejudices of a life time education 

in the ceremonies everywhere practiced, that the diificultics in 
the way of a Reformation, seemed insurmountable. In this 

time, the standard of morals was very low; a recent writer 
has characterized the religious condition, as one of "selfseek- 
Inar and hypocritical profession ; *'insteadiof a character, in which 
their christian humility, was expressed by the words "a meek 
and quiet Spirit," we find, thfit towards the end of the first cen- 
tury after the Reformation was begun by Luther, that the pas- 
sions engendered by strife had culminated in civil war. Notwith- 
standing all this, there were many m whose hearts, the Lord 
was working, who were hungering for a deeper experience and 
a purer religion and worship. There was indeed, great need at 
this time of a Reformer, to reform the Reformation, or take it 
up where Luther halted, and lead men back to the simplicity of 
Primative Christianity. This need w^as supplied in the person, 
life, and teaciiing of George Fox: a man whom the christian 
world does not yet appreciate : a man who, from what is now- 
evident, 'was more than two centuries in advance of his a^e ; a 
man who, in the largeness of his experience, and the clearness 

of his spiritual vision, stands to day, without a rival in the his- 
tory of Protestantism, Martin Luther himself, not excepted. 

It the Christian (-hurch, ever advances to that place , where 

it will recognize the /nexl and ififjflcency of a Spiritual Religion— 
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a religion of fuward experience, wherein the individual coni- 
mimes with God in " spirit and in truth," without rites or cere- 
monies — it will then recognize in George Fox, the greatest ad- 
vocate of such a religion, since the days of the apostles. There 
was much similarity in the dealings of God, with Martin Luther 
and George Fox. As Luther was brought by his anxiety, to 
the very gates of death ; so also. Fox when seeking for salvation 
as he tells us, Jour. p. 57, was for* 'some years in deep exer- 
cise even on the borders of despair ;" his troubles were so great, 
that* 'blood could not be drawn from his arms of his head, "Jour- 
nal, p. 58. By these experiences, they each seem to have been 

prepared for the work, whereunto God had called them. 

Luther's great work was, to overturn the System of Ritualistic 
Ceremonies and outward works, established by the Church of 

Rome, and in their stead, establish the great gospel principle of 
Justification by Faith ; so God revealed to him this great truth, 
and sealed it upon his heart again and again, in the words of the 
Apostle, "the just shall live by faith." The mission of George 
Fox — like that of the apostle Paul — was to "turn people from 
darkness to light,"and by clearer views of the nature and extent 
of the work, influence, and guidance, of the Holy Spirit, to draw 
them away from the barrenness of an empty profession ; that by 
obedietice to the Light, they might know of that inward experi- 
ence, communion, and guidance ^o^ XhQ Holy Spirit, cohere by the 
LIFE OF FAITH IS TO BE LIVED. As God dealt with Luther, so 
he dealt with George Fox, and on the very threshhold of his 
work, he revealed to him by special teaching of the Holy Spirit, 
the principles which will always underlie,and serve as the basis 
for teaching, such a Religion of inward experience. 

At that time, people were every where taught, that they were 
to depend on the Priest or Minister, to direct their worship, and 
for instruction in the Scriptures. The Bible was held,in almost 
superstitious reverence,while the HolySpirit,by whom it is inter- 
preted, gmd'^fu? filled in i^,"was practically almost universally 
denied. Such were the grounds,oftaith and religious teaching. 



when in the language of George Fox, "the Lord opened to him 

BY HIS INVISIBLE P.OWER, HOW EVERY MAN WAS ENLIGHTENED 

\ BY THE DIVINE LIGHT OF Christ," Jour. p. 72. We have seen 
how that the words of Paul, "The just shall live by faith," 
in the language of Luther's Historian, ''had a mysterious influ- 
ence on his life." They became, a " powerful and cre- 
ative sentence," around which the Reformation of Luther gath- 
ered ; so the words, "He was the true Light, which lighteth every 
man that cometh into the world, Jno.i,9, "became the great cre- 
ative sentence around which, the Reformation of George Fox 
gathered. The doctrine of "2%e light of Christ within, as 
Ood^ s gift for mans salvation** — which George Fox, and his 
worthy associates so often experessed, in the foregoing words of 
John — ^William Penn called the "fundamental," "characteristic 
or main distinguishing point or principle," of the Early Friends, 
which was' 'as the root of the goodly tree of doctrine, that grew 

and branched from it." Pref. to Fox's Jour. p. xi. 

As this doctrine, is fundamental in the teachings of George 

Fox, every effort to explain the "Inner Life" of his system, when 

Jir it is rejected, or not rightly understood, will be in vain, and 

the author of every such attempt, will justly lie under the charge 
of perverting his system, either with or without design. 

George Fox, thus presents his ovm method of teaching this 
doctrine, found on page 73 of his Journal ; "I was to direct peo- 
ple to the Spirit, that gave forth the Scriptures, by which, they 
might be led into all truth,and up to Christ and God, as those had 
been who gave them forth. I was to turn them to tlie grace of 
God,and to the truth in theheart,vfhiQ\\ came by Jesus, that by his 
grace, they might be taught, which would bring them salvation, 
that their hearts might be established by it ; their words might 
be seasoned, and all might come to know their salvation nigh. I 
saw,Christdied for all men,was a propitiation for all, and enlight- 
ened all men and women, with his divine and saving light, and that 
none could be true believers but those who believe therein. I saw 
that the grace of God, which brings salvation, had appeared to 
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all )iien^ and that the manifestation of the Spirit of God, was 
fjtven to evenj man to projit with ally Martin Luther, was 

raised up in the midst of Romanism, and attacked one abuse 
after another, as he saw it to be his duty, but he never realized 
in practice, the blessed principles upon which the Reformation 
was founded ; but George Fox, not being connected with any or- 
der of professors, seems at once, to have seen through all those 
things, which men have invented, as "means of grace,'' he 

saw, that they were useless, tl^l^t in reality they were hurt- 
f//Z, only diverting the mind, from a real experience. He there- 
fore at the very outset, realized in his own experience, the bless- 
edness of" being taught of God, "of looking to the light of Christ 
in his own heart, and holding immediate communion with him 
in Spirit and in truth ; and so he taught the people, always direct- 
ing them to seek for Christ in thetn,\]\?ii they might know him re- 
vealed in them, as a Savior, a Teacher and a King. The quo- 
tation made above from George Fox, is so positive in its affir- 
mation of the doctrine, of the" light of Christ in all men,"that 
it seems none could misunderstand him ; but it is cause of sorrow 

to all those, who sincerely and con:scientiously believe the doc- 
trines of the ICarly Friends ; that there are those occupying the 

station of ministers in our Society, who at this time, reject this 
doctrine and teach against it, and still claim the name of Friends. 
Such ministers, for the purpose o^ self just if i cation^ and the 
more eifectfully to lead astray, the weak and tlie unwary ; jrcQ- 
eraly make great pretense of following the scriptures, and der 
claim- against forms, creeds and tradition. They seem to for- 
get, first — that in every christian denomination, the bond of fel- 
lowship is, a unity of faith, and second, that the Early Friends 
— as do those Avh o are now in unitv with them — believed, that 
their doctrines, were the doctrines of the Christian Relin^ion. 
If there are those in the Society of Friends, who after care- 
ful investigation of the Scriptures, find that they are not in unity 
with its doctrines, they are with it, but not of it ; and if such 
remain in the Society and make an effort to discard or subvert 



its doctrines, the effort — as such efforts always do — Avill only 
cause strife, disunity, and division among Friends. 

Believing, that many sincere liearted persons, who really 

desire to be Friends, are carried away with these unsound doc- 
trines, by an undue confidence in the soimdness, and integrity 
of those who are denying this ; which William Penu callsj the 
*• 'fundamental" doctrine of the Society of Friends; I have 
thought it best, to show the prominence and clearness, with which 
Friends have always taught this doctrine, by calling attention to 
the following quotations, setting it forth ; and I commend -them (o 
all, who are compelled to sit under a ministry, which denies the 

presence of the Holy Spirit, in the heart of the sinner. 

I desire it expressly understood, that 1 do not make quota- 
tions, from the writings of Friends, as arguments to prove the 
doctrines, but that it may be seen how inconsistent, or worse it 
is, for (fnt/ who claim to be Friends, to charge their brethren who 
believe them, with heresy, or unsoundness. George Fox says 
of his own ministry, to the inhabitant? of Becliff. '^ I directid 
tlteni, to the Divine Light of Christ and his Spirit in- thcfr hearts, 
which would let them see all the evil thoughts, words and actions, 
that they had thought, spoken, and acted ; by which light, they 
might aec their sin, and also, their Savior ChriKt Jesus to save 
them from their sins. This, 1 told them was their first stej) to ^ 
peace, even \.o>t(ind still m the light, that showed them their sins 
and transgressions ; by which they might come to see they were 
in the fall of old Adam, in daflcmjss and death, strangers to the 
covenant of promise, and without God in the world : and by the 
sanu', light they might see Christ, tl.at died for them, to be tluir 
Savior and Redeemer, and their way to God. Jour. p. 1 19. 

At ni) time in the nistor}' of the Society, has there heen more 
outward, or verbal recognition of the Offices of the Holy S})int 
in the believing christian, than at this tinu*. Yet while this is 
true, it is equally true, that at no time in its history, has there 
been so many, who seem disposed to question its teachings, on 
the doctiine of ''Universal and Saving Light," — or the nature 
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iiml extent of the Holy Spirit's Office iu the unbeliever. Many 
statements now made, touching this doctrine are open to objec- 
tion. Such as ''The Holy Spirit, only comes to the unregen- 
crate, as an outside visitor.",.. That the Spirit is not in the sin- 
ner... That Christ only "stands at the door and knocks" — in 
which the expression, addressed to i\\Q''Hukeivm^n" Church of 

the Laodiceans.is thus applied to the unconverted. And this line 
of thought IS carried, as far away from that doctrine, which Wil- 
liam Penn calls, the "fundamental principle" of Early Friends 
as is possible to carry it, when — in unity with the teaching of 
Alexander Campbell, and Lis followers — it is declared, that' where 
there is no knowledge of \\\q facts of the gospel., by tradition, or 
other outward medium, in Such, there is no immediate influence 
of the Holy Spirit." I remark, as a fact verified by observa- 
tion, that the advocates of every phase, of the above views per- 
sistently shun any comparison of their views, with the writings 
of Ka^ly Friends, on the ground, "That they are preaching Christ 
and hot George Fox ;"but when members or ministers are called 

in question, it is not only our right, but our duty, to test their 
soundness by the Standard wl'itings of the Society. 

The Apostle Paul, in one of his most urgent injunctions to the 

Church at Rome, 8ays"Now I beseech you brethren mai'k thein 
which (tause divisions and offences, contrary to the doctrine which 
ye have learned, and avoid them, for they that are such, serve 
wo<' the Lord Jesus Christ," of them Paul says, that '^hy* good 
words and fair speeches, they decieve the hearts of the simple. 
Rom xvi, 17-18. The Society of Friends has no creed ; but that 
its C%aract€ristic doctrines, were established by general agree- 
ment and unity, almost from its first rise, is attested by the many 
writings still extant. For two centuries, it was a Brotherhood, 
where love and harmony reigned. Its history bears evidence, 
that this was only broken by elForts of those not in unity, to sub- 
vert its doctrines or practices. As God is the "author of peace 
as in all the churches," 1 cor. xiv, 33, the presumption is, that, 
that which leads to division is not of God. It will always be 
found, that in that which' divides brethren, a principle of truth. 
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1^ in some way, involved ; therefore, when we see those who 
i^^5^ke'' divisions contrary to that which we have learned," we 
sHould mark them, and no "good woRDs"or*'FAiR speeches," 
sHould prevent us from immediately comparing their doctrines, 
^ith the standard doctrines of the Society. I therefore, call at- 
tention to George Fox's Epistle to the people of Ulverstone, found 
^ti page 134 and 135 of his Journal ; as one which may be reject- 
ed or denied, but not misunderstood. To the inhabitants of this 
^vicked city he sayF,"GoD hath given to every one of you, 
A. measure of his Spirit, according to your capacity ; liars, 

I>RUNKARDS, WHOREMONGERS AND THIEVES, AND WHO FOLLOW 
VILTHY PLEASURES, YOU ALL HAVE THIS MEASURE IN YOU. 

. '..Thou that hatest the light, thou hast eY....This light, if thou 
lovest it will teach thee holiness and right eouness, without which 
none shall see God ; but if thou hatest this light, it is thy condem- 
nation.... Therefore, to the light in you, I speak.... your teach- 
er IS WITHIN YOU, LOOK NOT FORTH, it will teach you, both ly- 
ing in bed and going abroad, to shun all occasions of sin and 
evil." He says, that this epistle"was directed to all the inhab- 
itants of Ulverstone in general." To the followers of Priest 
Lampit, he says... To the light in all your consciences I speak, 
which Christ Jesus doth enlighten you with all. Jour. p. 136. 
On same page, to Adam Sands he says, to the light in thy con- 
science 1 appeal,thou child of the devil." On p. 143, 1 declared 
to them, that every one that cometh into the world, was enlight- 
ened by Christ the life." Page 178/'He that feeleth the light 
that Christ haih enlightened him withal, he feeleth Chr'at in 
his mind, and the cro** of Christ, wliich is the pc>w3i* ot God." 
Others had talked about the work of the Holy Spirit, in per- 
sonal Redemption, but where to look for it, and how to find it, 
was first made plain, by this teaching of George Fox ; by this 
teaching, the walk by faith, is a walk in the spirit, wherein we 
do mM. sraze'into darkness, but do indeed have the' 'light of life.' 
On page 379 Fox says, "I affirmed and proved, that 
Balaam had the Spirit of God, that wicked men have the Spirit of 
God, else how could they quench it, vex it, grieve it, and resist 
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the Holy Ghost, like the fstiff necked Jews.... Wicked men were 
enlightened by this Hglit, else how Could they hate it. It is ex- 
pressly said, they did hate it and the reason given wiiy, was be- 
cause their deeds were evil, and they would not come to it. be- 
cause it reproved, and that must needs be in them which rrfn'orcd 
them. 80 the' wicked, world had it to reprove them and the 
true disciple and learner of Christ, that believed in the light, as 
Christ commands, had it to lead them. Ninety five times in 
George Fox's Journal, this doctrine is as clearly affirmed, as in 
the foregoing quotations." Twenty five times, he directs those 
whom he variously named, as liars, drunkards, whoremongers, 
thieves, followers of filthy pleasures, child of the devil, corrupt 
magistrates, scoffers ands scorners, wicked men, and wicked 

world, to that of God, in them,, in their hearts^ or in their con- 
sciences." Again on page 253 of his Journal, Fox says, "great 

opposition, did the priests and professors make about this time, 
against the light of Christ Jesus, denying it to be universally giv- 
en,... Wherefore, he says, he was moved of the Lord, to give 
forth the following lines" Here follows five pages of scripture 

arguments, to prove the doctrine, which he says was opposed. 
Robert Barclay devotes two propositions, or nearly 80 pages, 

in ihe Apology, to the proof of this doctrine, from which I quote 
the following,... That God hath gi\'en to every man, whitKer Jew 
or Gentile, Turk or Scythian, Indian or Barbarian, of whatso- 
ever nation, Ci)U!itry or place, a Cisrtain d/iy or time of vi.s'tnfior, 
...That for this end, God hath communi(*ated, and given unto 
everv m i!i,a measure of the Ii«j:ht of his own Sju, a measure of 
graoi, or a ni3asiire of the Spirit, which the scripture expresses, 
by several names, as sometimes of the seed of the kingdom,- the 
Light that makes manifest, the Word of God, or manifestation 
of the Spirit given to profit witlial, a t ileut, a little leaven, the 
gospel preached in every creature. Apol. Pro.vi, sec. xi — By 
this seed, grat^e, and word of God, and light, we understand a 
spiritual, heavenly,and invisible principle, in which God, as Fath- 
er, Son, and Spirit, dwells; a measure of which, divine and 



glorious life iu all men, as a seed, Avliich of its ONvn iiaturo.draWvS, 
invites, andiudines to God, and this, some call velu'cclmn Dei, 
or the Spiritual body of Christ, the fiesh and blood of Christ which 
came down from heaven, of which all the saints do feed and are 
there])y nourished unto eternal life. Apol. prop, vi, sec. xiii — 
In this respect then, as he is in the seed which is in all men, we 
lia\'e said, Christ is in all men and have preached and directed 
all men to Christ in them, sec.xv This doctrine, if well weigh- 
ed, will be found to be i\\Q foimdaHon of christianit}' , salvation, 

and assurance, sec. xi William Penn says, ''That which the 

people call Quakers, lay down as a main fundamental in religion 
is this, That God through Christ, hath placed his Spirit in every 

man, to inform him ot his duty, and to enable him to do it.... 
This is their ancient,first and standing testimony, with this 
they BEGAN, and this they bore, and do beak to the world 

They call it the Light of Christ within, or ''light within" which 
is i\\G\Yana'etit and most gen&'al and yaw//«ar phrase." Friends 
Lib. vol. V, p. 2<>0-26L Similar extracts from the writings of 
Earjy Friends, might be increased to thousands, indeed it is well 
known by all who are familiar with them, that the w hole body 
of their writings, is in unity with the foregoing quotations, from 
Fox, Penn, and Barclay. Some months before J.J. Gurney's 
death, at the request of Stephen A Chase of Salem, Mass., ho pre- 
pared a statement of Doctrine, for use in a law suit, about Swan- 
sey meeting house. Gurney says of it in his Journal, "It hag 
appeared a providential opening for explaining myself, and for 
showing the nittr groundlessnes of the charge, of ray diifering 

from the Societ}', in its primative sentiments, and principles. I 
have felt the solemnity of this stereotyping my faith, yet much 

peace has attended it." Life, p. 506. Li this document thus 

solemnly prepared, I find the following, which in connection 

with the foregoing quotations, should put at rest the question 

of orthodoxy, in relation to the doctrine of^ "Universal Light.' 

Ot the opperation of the Spirit, he says, "The influence of the 

Holy Spirit is very far from being covjincd to ihote who have 
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a knowledge of Holy writ, and of the incarnate, eriicified. 
and risen savior, of whom it testifies. On the eontrar}?, it is 
my i\vn\ conviction, that as Christ died for all men, so all men, 
through his mediation and sacrifice 'on the cross, are placed in 
a capacity for salvation, and receive a measure of divine light, 
which, although in numberless instances shining in darkness, and 
overborne by ignorance, and superstition, is in its own nature 
pure and holy, and perceptible to the rational mind of man ; so 
that those who believe in it, and obey it, are thereby led to fear 
Gody and to keep his law, as it is ivritteii on. their hearts, that 
such as these are accepted for Christ's sake, even though they 

MAY NEVER HAVE HEARD OF HIS NAME." AppeU. GuHieyS Life, 

p. 534. No where else in the history of Christianity, has this 
nniversalj jn^rina?'!/ revelation of God in the conscience, occupied 
so important a position, as it does in the teaching of George Fox 
and the Early Friends. In the New Testament it appears, that 
the frequency of reference to any doctrine, and the multiplica- 
tion of terms, with which it is stated, is in proportion to its im- 
portance ; judged by this standard we will find,-that George Fox 
was fully justified by the scriptures, in giving it such prominence. 
I am deeply conscious ot the great difHcuhy of presenting the 
scripture grounds of this doctrine in brief, yet I offer the follow- 
ing ; and first I ask a cai'eful reading, of Horn. x,Jn9.i, 1-14, 
Dut. XXX, 12-13. I observe, that the Word is a personal title, 
applied by John, to Christ in his pre-existance. Of him, as this 
Spiritual pre-existant Word, ''by whom all things were made" 
he says, "In him was life, and the life was the light of men," 
and that He was the true light, that lighteth every man that co7n- 
eth into the world. The Word of the covenant made with Israel, 
in the Land of Moab, was not up in heaven, neither beyond the 
sea ; but was very nigh them in their mouths and in their hearts. 

That there was in these words, a prophetic allusion to some- 
thing in the Gj^pal, far different from outward words, Paul, the 

great master expositor of the Mosaic Law, has strikingly brought 

out, in the tjntli of Romans. For that which was not up in heav- 



on, nor beyond the sea, lie (l(.*?i*rnatos, as CiiinsT, in both tho 
bth aiul 7th verses, and in the 8th in the Avords of' Moses, as if 

addressing every individual «//6cZ/'efe7' who is not saved, he says 
of'iT/'the Word is nigh thee, even in thy moutli and in thy heart, 
that is the word of'faitb wliicii we preaeh,"adding,^*tliat ifTiion 
sbalt confess witli thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe 
iu THINE heart, that God hath raised him from tlie dead, tiiou 
sbalt be saved." This word, or ''word of faith" which we see 
Paul called Christ, was 7iif/h even in the mouths and hearts of 
those for whom Paul's desire was, that they might believe and 
be saved. From this FKon/, faith oames, for in verse 17 he says 
••faith Cometh by hearing, and hearing by the Word of God,'* 
Here Paul anticipates the objections of carnal minded men of 
bis own and our time, and puts them in the form of interroga- 
u<ms, and then answers them, by introducing with a disjunctive, 
a question of his otoi^ in opposition to the implied Skepticism, 
of the preceeding question ; lie says^BUr I say, have they not 
beard? answering it with a yes verily^ to which the words of 
the Psalmist, concerning the voice of the heavens is added ; " 
their sound went into all the earth, and their words to the end 
of the world. "Rom. x, 18, Psa. xix,4. As faith cometh by hear- 
ing, and hearing by the Word of God, therefore in"ALL the earth 
to the ENDS of the world, "the power by which the outward cre- 
ation has tan<4ht of Goi, and beijotten faith in him, has been none 

other, than the presence of Christ, as the Spiritual Word of God. 
In the first and second chapters of Romans, we find a teach- 
ing, j)arallel with this, for there we are taught, that before the 
making of Idols, i, 23, there was a manificstatiou of God in them 
which in connection with the things that were made, enabled 
them to see clearly, the invisable things of God, by this law writ- 
ten in them, and known to them in the conscience, ii, 15. They 
knew the Ju-i-oment of God. i, 32. In treating of faith, this 
ivord \\\\\i*\\ was /'// t]iein,was a'^Word ol faith, "but now in deal- 
ing with the^sTudg(»nient,"it is a Law in the heart, by which, as 
they are obedient,or disobedient, they perished, or were justified. 
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This hiw was to all the Gentiles, for in Rom. iii, 9,Piiul says 
''I have before 2yrove<l both Jews and Gentiles, that they are 
ALL under sin, and we search in vain for the/?ror>/*, in that wliich 
p^;eceeds it, if it be not found in the vmve7\mh'ty of this law. 

A;,'ain He says, "That God had ooueluded them all in wwbelief, 
or ^/wbedienee," Rom. xi 30, they could not have been so con- 
cluded, if they had not had that giveu to them, which they could 
disbelieve, or disobey. The doing of sin, is the not doing of the 
law made known to us. for" where there is no law, there is no 
transgression," Rom. iv, 15, and so no sin, for" sin is the trans- 
gression ot law." Jno. iii, 4. Yet Paul says,"ALL have siuued, 
and come short of the glory of God." This cannot refer to sin 
as a principle, but as an act, for they'' ^ have sitmed" Therefore, 
there must have been a law as umversfd as the sin. As a con- 
sequence of the first transgression, we find within us, through 
no agency of ours, a capacity or proneness to sin, so also. as a con- 
sequence of the provision made for our restoration, we find with- 
in the heart and conscience^ that which God has given us, which 
rebukes the evil, and prompts to good : or universal, as is the 
malady of sin, as a principle ; so universal is the counteracting 
antidote applied by Christ. For, says the Apostle, "as by the 
offense o{ oxiQ,, judgement came upon all men, to condemnation, 
EVEN so, by the righteousness of one, the Free Gift came upon 
ALL MEN unto justification of life. Rom. v 18. When the shades 
of the crucifiction were gathering around the Apostles, Jiesus ex- 
horted, "that their hearts be not troubled." Saying,"! will not 
leave you comfortless — but if I go away, I will send the Com- 
forter to you." — He was to abide with them, and guide them, 
and teach them by taking of the things of God and showing them, 
to them. But besides his mission as a comforter to the disci- 
ples, he was to "testifiy of Jesus, "aud "reprove or convince the 
world of sin." We saw page 8, on faith, that a "Gift of Christ 
by measure, was dealt to every man." Paul says of this," when 

he ascended on high, he lead captivity captive, and gave gifls 
unto m.ia." I.i t'lo pro])hesy, from which this is a quotation, 
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it reads. ''Thou hast asceuded on high, thou hast load c-aptivity 
<*aptive : and hast received gifts for nicD ; yeci^ for the rebellious 

oLso, that God might dwell among them." Psa. Ixviii, IH. I 
now request the reading, of pages 7, 8 and 9 on the divine agen- 
cy in the origin of faith, as a part of the argument, for the doc- 
trine of universal and saving light. Dear young friends ! taken 
all together, do v/e not feel, that broad indeed is the scripture 
ground for this,'''fundamentar'or''main distinguishing principle' 
or doctrine of the Early Friends*. When George Fox and his as- 
sociates, began to promulgate this doctrine of the' 'light of Christ 
within," it stired up a wonderful opposition, among the professors 
of that day. The controversy, waged in defense of its soundness 
as a scripture doctrine, was really a contest for the right of ex- 
istence, as a separate people. From the thorough mastery, and 
apprehension, of the scripture basis of this doctrine, which resul- 
ted from this contest, the question of its soundness was so set- 
tled, that it was not raised by any one in the Society, for 
nearly two centuries. But from recent developments, both in 
the ministry and by Publications, many in the Society seem to 
be drifting into much obscurity^ and wnbelief^ concerning this 
<loctrine. I think, that Robert Barclay did not over estimate 
this doctrine, when in reference to christian expefn^lence he said, 
'Hhat when well weighed, it would be found to be the foundation 
of Christianity, salvation, and assurance ;" neither did William 
Penn, when in reference to doctrine he said, "it was as the root 

of the goodly tree of doctrine, that grew and branched from it." 
Any obscurity, or unbelief concerning this doctrine, is an ob- 
scurity and unbeliel, concerning iha foundation and root of both 
the doctrine, and the experience of the Society of Friends, and 
as a matter of necessity, this obscurity and unbelief, must per- 
meate the whole superstructure of doctrine, experience, and prac- 
tice. Within this century, the society has been rent in twain, 
because there were those, who under the "specious appearance 

of a refined spirituality," destroyed the ^cvv^invefoundaiion for 
this doctrine, by discarding the atonement, rejecting the author- 



ity of the scriptures, «incl denying tlie Deity of our Lord Jesus 
Christ ; and if us it notr appears, the reaction is carried so far 

away to the other extreme, as to attribute to tlio Holy scriptures 

and outward coming, tmd work of Christ, that which is o^tly to 

be accomplislied in us, by the light, power, and spirit of God, 

the disastrous effects of tlie one heresy, will in the ejid^ parallel 

tliose of the other. Out of this obscurity and unbelief, comes 

fhat, over which, many Fathers in our Israel now mourn. 
The measure of the Spirit, given to all men, George Fox calls 

"'the seed of faith," or '"the measure of faith." Pie says, 
'Mesus Christ giv^es grace, andyrt/^/i, and power. Jour. p. 60... 
My living faith was raised in me. p. 62... Stand fast in that faith 
which he is the author of in you. p. 64." Robert Barclay says, 
"It is hi/ this jSpirit, that both wisdom, and knowledge, and faith 
are obtained." Apol p. 51. Edward Borough says, ""Faith is 
the G>'ft of God, and by it Christ is received and enjoyed. Fr*nds 
Lib. vol. 14, p. 441. William Penn, "As faith is the Gifl of 
God, so it purifies the hearts of those who receive it. No Cross 
No Crown, p. 84. Similar quotations from friends, sustaining 
the soundness of the views advanced on pages, 7-9 and 14-17 
might be multiplied to hundreds. I close with the following from 
J, J. Gurney : "Saving faith in Christ, is a living and active 
principle, implanted by the Divine hand in the soul. Gurney's 

Essays, p. 570 Finally, since faith \Bii moral qualificatiou 

a i'hristf'dn f/rrtce^ a frtift of /he Spfrii^ and therefere the Gfft of 
God, let us seek it, where it may be found, at the f krone otnier- 
C}'. Essays, p. 585 Friends have not failed, to declare this sen- 
timent, that the faith by which we are sa\'ed, is )i(}t iheresnlt of 

lenrniiKj^ or the concicVon of the understanding ^hwi a Divine 
Gift, an effkot of the spirit." Obs, p. 4. We see from the 

above, how Early Friends taught, that the"measureof the Spir- 
it given to every man, "was the"seedand mcasure"of faith, from 
which, faith is" raised in us"as an effect of the Spirit, not a ^iat- 
nral gilt like the hand^ or other 7nemhe7's of our body, but a super 
added spiritual Gift through Christ, who as the Author and 
Finisher of our faith, implants by his "Divine hand" this 
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'*gnice"an(l ''fruit of the Spirit" in the soul. I liavenow presen- 
ted, that which I believe to be the scripture teach iai^, on the nature 
and origin of Christian Faith, and its rehition to justitication ; also 
the scriptures, which teach the gift of a measure of the 8])irit, to 
all meu. I have presented the views of Friends on these points, as 
tliey are given in the standard writings, and by the most accred- 
ited authors in the society. I have thus dealt with these points o' 
doctrine, because I believe, that serious danger now threatens the 
Society of Friends, in this direction. That which has now been 
said, has reference, fir* t and chiefly, to that which God, through the 
death of his Son, has done for us iclfhout us. As it was with 
Israel, on tlie groat typical day of Atonement, when the goat 
that was slaiiu made an atonement for the sins of the people, 
while the living goat, bore the sins after confession, to aland 
uninhabited (Lev. lo-lG), so it is with us to day ; by the decfth 
of Christ, tliat which God has done for us ovfsideoi'ui^^ we are 
put in a capacity to be saved, "for God was in Christ, reconciling 
the world unto himself." 2 Cor. v, 19. But our individual per- 
sonal redemption, or salvation, that experience by which we 
know, t!iat our sins are taken away from us, is by the Living 
Clirist ; for says the apostle, "If when we were enemies, we were 
reconciled to God by the death of his Son, much more being rec- 
onciled, we shall be saved by his life. liom. v, 10. We have 
alre.idv seen, that the li":ht thatliirhtetli every man that cometh 
into the world, is the niviasure oi'the spirit, which God hath giv- 
en to all men. It is by the woik of this Spirit, that salvation 
as an inward experience, is wrought in us. This change fron\ 

"•nacure to grace," is variously presented to us in the New Tes- 
tament. If we dwell on any one of tliese, so as to overlook, or 

ignore the expLM-ience required to fulfill any of the others, we 

will fail to hold the truth, in an even balance. 

God in his wisdom — doubtless in order to more vividly im- 

press, the various dispositions of men — has j)res('nted the 

great change, by which we becrmie fitte<l for heaven ; by 

the words ''born again," "tpiickened," "raised," ••dusti- 
fied," and "baptized," each of them presenting this all 



important change, from differing points of view. The idea of 

death in antithesis with life, runs through the suered volume from 

the Garden of Eden, to the descent of the New Jerusalem. 

It is upon the ground of death — or the absence of life — as a 

representation of the state of man in the fall, that the hrrih-ciuiX 

rebm^rectioii, are taken to represent the experience, by which we 

escape from it. This is the way, it is most often presented by 

Christ and the apostles. If man in the Fall, is regarded as a 

criminal, with the penalty and condemnation of violated law, 

hanging over him, then the experience is presented to us, as'^jus- 

tification"in the limited law sense of pardon, for sins and crimes 

already done, but always in . union with the deeper scriptural 

meaning, of making just, wherein the nature^ out of which sin 

comes, ia put away from iis, as in Rom. viii, 30, where justfica- 

tion covers the entire experience, from calling to glorification. 

All life has its origin from seed, and every life, is of the na- 
ture of the seed by which, il is begotten. There is no seed of 

Divine lifa, by nature in man. Yet Peter represents the believ- - 

er, as being ''''horn again, not of corruptable seed, butof incor- 

ruptable,by the Word of God, which UvetH and ab id eth forever,** 
This LIVING, ETERNAL Word and incorruptable seed, is spiritu- 
al and that which is born of it, is spiritual, for Jesus says of the 
new birth, *'That which is born of the Spirit, is Spirit. "Jno. iii 
6. Of this birth, John says, "whosoever is born of God, doth 
not commit sin, for the seed of God abideth in him, and he can 
NOT sin." This birth, is'^not of blood, nor of the will of the 
flesh, nor of the will of man, but of God," by power received 
from Christ Jno. i, 12-13. This birth is X\iQ*''newman^ which 
after God is created in righteousness and true holiness," Jiph. 

iv 24, "after the image of Him, who created him." Col. iii, 10. 
It is the "availing new creature." Gal. vi, 15. The inward
